While Edmonton says hello 
to Sir Paul McCartney, the 
musician is supporting a 
group that wants the city 
to say goodbye to Lucy the 
elephant. 

Voice for Animals 
Humane Society (V4A), a 
small Edmonton-based, 
non-profit organization, 
has scored a table at one 
of the hottest concerts to 
come to the city. 

The former Beatle has 
granted the group permis¬ 
sion to have a display 
yesterday and today as 
thousands of fans descend 
on Rexall Place for his 
concerts. 

Four volunteers man 
the display, showcasing 
large posters, postcards, 
le^ets and a petition for 
Lucy. 

Tove Reece, the execu¬ 
tive director of V4A, said 
handing out information 
at the sold-out concerts is 
a big boost to the organiza¬ 
tion’s six-year-long effort to 
move the Edmonton Valley 
Zoo’s aging proboscidean 
to a sanctuary. 

“It’s amazing for us, 
there’s no doubt about it,” 
said Reece. 

Reece said in addition 
to having the support of 
McCartney, who has re¬ 
viewed some of the group’s 
materials, the wide range 
of people at the concert is 
a huge opportunity for the 
organization. 

“Very often we end up 
speaking to the converted,” 
she said. “Here we’re going 
to be getting the message 
out to people who maybe 
never knew much about it 
before.”

Mayor tells T.O. to 
butt out on Lucy

Mayor Stephen Mandel said 
Lucy the elephant’s future 
is in the hands of Edmonton 
city council, and Toronto city 
council should butt out. 

Toronto passed a resolu¬ 
tion Tuesday to move three 
elephants from that city’s 
zoo to a California animal 
sanctuary before the end of 
the year. They also called on 


Edmonton to do the same 
with Lucy. 

Mandel said Edmonton 
city council takes the issue 
very seriously and holds in¬ 
formed discussions and de¬ 
bates on Lucy. 

“I think that it is very 
disrespectful of other cities 
to pass resolutions about 
what Edmonton should and 
shouldn’t do,” he said. 

Mandel said the city isn’t 
taking a philosophical pos¬ 
ition on the issue but is lis¬ 
tening to veterinary experts, 
who have said Lucy’s health 
would be in danger if she is 
moved. 

“We have been told re¬ 
peatedly that this particular 
wonderful addition to our 


city would die if we shipped 
her out,” said Mandel. “We 
are only concerned about 
Lucy’s health.” 

Lucy is a 37-year-old Asian 
elephant at the River Val¬ 
ley Zoo, and animal rights 
groups have repeatedly 
called on the city to move 
her to a warmer climate. 

Tove Reece, the executive 
director of the Voice for Ani¬ 
mals Humane Society — a 
group that has pushed for 
Lucy’s relocation — said she 
was disappointed in the may¬ 
or’s response. 

“We have sent him so 
much information about 
Lucy and about her prob¬ 
lems and why she should be 
moved and why it’s really a

Oil. Alberta 
budget still 
on track for 
$3B deficit 

Alberta is getting squeezed by 
volatile oil prices and stiff com¬ 
petition and remains on track 
to rack up a budget deficit as 
high as $3 billion this year, 
Alberta Finance Minister Doug 
Homer said Wednesday. 

“Right now the difference 
between the world price for 
a barrel of oil and what our 
producers can get for their 
bitumen is about $28. Multiply 
that by about 2.5 million bar¬ 
rels a day and the math adds 
up very quickly,” Homer told 
reporters while he delivered 
the second-quarter 2012-13 
budget update. 

The forecast is for a deficit 
between $2.3 billion and $3 
billion, which matches the 
first-quarter update, but is a 
far cry from the government’s 
original deficit projection of 
$886 million. 

The PCs have budgeted to 
raise $40.3 billion and spend 
$41 biUion. 

Homer said at the halfway 
point, $18.9 billion has come in 
with expenses at $20.3 billion. 

Alberta wiU use the $5 
billion in its sustainability 
fund piggy bank to cover any 
shortfall. 

Wildrose Leader Danielle 
Smith called it a “train wreck” 
budget, from a government 
that is now seeing $531 million 
going out the door eveiy year 
in borrowing charges. 

“We have a government 
that is overseeing one of the 
strongest economies in North 
America (but) can’t balance its 
budget,” said Smith.

Despite a dismal season 
Forbes values NHL team 
at $225 million, landing 
the Oilers at N0.7 
for operating income 
in the league

Despite being the second 
worst team in the NHL, the 
Edmonton Oilers had record 
revenues during the 2011-12 
season, and ranked seventh 
in the league for operating 
income. 

Forbes magazine released 
its annual NHL valuations 


on Wednesday, ranking the 
Oilers 14th in the league for 
2011-12 revenue with $106 
million. The team sat in 15th 
place the previous season. 

The Oilers’ operating in¬ 
come of $16.2 million placed 
them seventh in the league 
though, down two spots 
from 2010-11. 

While those numbers may 
not mean much to the aver¬ 
age fan. Brad Humphreys, 
U of A economist in sport 
and gaming said they might 
mean to the ongoing down¬ 
town arena controversy. 

“The city can go to Katz 
and say the team is profit¬ 
able and SO he should pay 
a larger share for a new 
arena,” said Humphreys. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte agrees. 

“Daryl Katz is a smart guy 


and knows this is one of the 
best hockey markets on the 
planet, even under the cur¬ 
rent deal he’s got at Rexall,” 
said Diotte. 

The same spin applies to 
the ongoing NHL lockout, 
said Humphreys. “It doesn’t 
impact negotiations, but 
when owners cry poor, play¬ 
ers can point to the num¬ 
bers,” he added. 

As for the fans, it seems 
they don’t care about rank¬ 
ings. 

“It doesn’t matter,” said 
long time Oilers fan Chad 
Saluk. “I go to a couple of 
games a year, and get the 
best gold or silver seats by 
the boards. I want to see ex¬ 
citing hockey.” 

Kieran Fraser, 24, used to 
work at Rexall Place. “I’m 


not surprised they make 
money. Rexall is full all the 
time. Even when the Oilers 


suck, people still go to the 
games. Look at the Leafs,” 
he said.

The second phase of a two- 
week enforcement blitz target¬ 
ing people in Edmonton with 
outstanding warrants was 
about quahty, not quantity. 

Edmonton Police Services 
(EPS) ofiBcers successfully exe¬ 
cuted about 1,470 warrants 
during the second phase of 
Project Operation Warrant 
Execution (OWE), which con¬ 
cluded on Sunday 

Last April, the first phase 
of Project OWE saw police suc¬ 
cessfully execute more than 
5,600 warrants. 

“I really emphasized when 
we kicked off the project that 
this would be about qual¬ 
ity and not quantity. That is 
exactly what has occurred dur¬ 
ing the two-week period,” said 
Staff Sgt. Regan James, spokes¬ 
person for the Project OWE 
campaign on Wednesday. 


50 arrests 


• Project OWE is about 
reducing violence in the 
city and helps to raise 
awareness that warrants 
must be addressed. 


• Fifty arrests were made 
on a list that targeted 
230 non traffic-related 
criminal offences and lOO 
traffic-related offences 


This time around officers 
made significant arrests and 
executed warrants for offences 
ranging from aggravated sex¬ 
ual assault to forcible confine¬ 
ment and robbery. 

The project was far-reach¬ 
ing with officers rounding up 
individuals with warrants in 
Edmonton, the Philippines, 
the United States and other 
provinces in Canada. 

James said in one instance 
a search for a man wanted for 
impaired driving and other 
warrants led officers to a 
home where the man fled to 
the bathroom with a loaded 
weapon. 


“We secured the wash¬ 
room in the home, talked that 
gentleman out. He in fact did 


have a loaded rifle in his home 
and faces a number of other 
charges,” James said. 


Alberta Premier Alison Red- 
ford denied Wednesday that 
she used her former job as 
justice minister to funnel a 
$ 10-billion lawsuit contract 
to a firm that employs her ex- 
husband.

A bid for UN recognition of a 
state of Palestine is a last-ditch 
attempt to rescue troubled 
Mideast peace efforts, a Pal¬ 
estinian spokeswoman said 
Wednesday, rejecting Israel’s 
charge that it is an attempt to 
b 3 ^ass negotiations. 

Hanan Ashrawi, a senior 
Palestinian official, urged the 
U.S. to drop its opposition to 
the bid, dismissing Washing¬ 
ton’s stance as “pathetic” and 
harmful to American inter¬ 
ests in the region. The Pales¬ 
tinians have come under in¬ 
tense pressure from the U.S., 
Britain and others to modify 
the bid but “have not suc¬ 
cumbed,” she said. 

On Thursday, Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas 
plans to ask the UN General 
Assembly to recognize Pales¬ 
tine in the West Bank, Gaza 
and east Jerusalem; areas 
Israel captured in the 1967 
Mideast war. Israel withdrew 
from Gaza in 2005 but still 
controls most access. 

The Palestinians expect 
some two-thirds of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly’s 193 members 
will accept Palestine as a non¬ 
member observer state. The

Militant groups

Residents of the Gaza Strip 
on Wednesday plastered 
large billboards in key loca¬ 
tions thanking Iran for its 
help during a recent eight- 
day battle against Israel. 

The posters reflected the 
strong ties between Iran 
and the Hamas and Islamic 
Jihad militant groups in 
Gaza. Israel considers Iran 
to be its most danger¬ 
ous enemy, citing Iran’s 
support for the militants 
and its suspect nuclear 
program. 

During the fighting, 
Gaza militant groups fired 
himdreds of rockets into 
Israel, including Iranian- 
made “Fajr” missiles reach¬ 
ing as far as Tel Aviv and 
the outskirts of Jerusalem. 

Israel has long accused 
Iran of funneling weapons 
into the Gaza Strip, but 
only recently have the 
militant groups openly 
acknowledged the origins 
of their arsenal.

It’s a common scam, said 
Ariana L’Heureux, a self-de¬ 
scribed witch who works at 
The Occult Shop in Toronto. 
The shop offers tarot card 
readings for a small fee. 

The law separates true be¬ 
lievers, like L’Heureux, from 
imposters who “pretend to 
be something they’re not for 
monetary gain.” 

Brendan Myers, a pagan 
and a philosophy professor 
at the Gegep Heritage Gol- 
lege, worries that the law 
could be used against law- 
abiding pagans. There are no 
equivalent laws for charla¬ 
tans that abuse other faiths, 
he said. 

On the other hand, he 
also worries the witchcraft 
charge could get fraudsters 
off the hook. 

“What if someday a con- 
man uses these precedents 
to say what he did was reli¬ 
gion and therefore it should 
be protected?”

Court delays ruling 
on Strauss-Kahn 

A French court on Wednes¬ 
day pushed back a ruling on 
whether to drop aggravated 
pimping charges against 
Dominique Strauss-Kahn. 

Three Appeals Court 
judges in the northern city 
of Douai set a new date 
of Dec. 19 to decide the 
demand by the former IMF 
chief to annul the charges 
linking him to a suspected 
prostitution ring run out of 


a luxury hotel in Lille. 

The economist admits 
attending “libertine” gather¬ 
ings but denies knowing 
that some women present 
were paid. 

If the judges decide to 
dismiss the aggravated 
pimping charges, Strauss- 
Kahn would become an 
“assisting witness” in the 
case, meaning that if in¬ 
vestigators discovered new 
elements implicating him 
he could face preliminary 
charges once again.

Texas trying to

Texas wants to take own¬ 
ership of Warren Jeffs’ 
polygamist ranch where the 
convicted sect leader and 
his followers sexually as¬ 
saulted children, state pros¬ 
ecutors said Wednesday. 

The Texas attorney gen¬ 
eral’s office filed a seizure 
warrant on Wednesday. A 
judge will determine wheth¬ 
er the state can take control 
of the 1,600-acre property 


owned by the Fundamental¬ 
ist Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. 

Jeffs was convicted last 
year of sexually assaulting 
two of his underage brides. 
Prosecutors used DNA evi¬ 
dence to show he fathered a 
child with a 15-year-old girl 
prosecutors say he took as 
one of his spiritual wives. 

Jeffs is serving life in 
prison in Texas but has 
continued to try and lead 
his church while serving his 
sentence.

Kindergarten. Kids 
from ages 3 to 5 will 
be taught to protect 
themselves from 
overusing digital 
gadgets and Internet 


In South Korea, where the gov¬ 
ernment provides coimselling 
programs and psychological 
treatment for about two mil- 
hon people who cannot wean 
themselves from playing on¬ 
line computer games, young¬ 
sters have previously not been 
considered as potential ad¬ 
dicts. 

But now the government 
is concerned enough to make 
it mandatory for children as 
young as three to be schooled 
in controlling their device and 
Internet use. 

Starting next year. South 
Korean children from age 
three to five will learn at kin¬ 
dergartens how to control 
their exposure to digital de¬ 
vices and the danger of sta 3 dng 
online for long hours. The Min¬ 
istry of Public Administration 
and Security is revising laws 
so that teaching the danger 
of Internet addiction becomes 
mandatoiy from pre-school in¬ 
stitutions to high schools. 


Child addicts 


• The National Information 
Society Agency estimates 
160,000 South Korean 
children between age 
five and nine are addict¬ 
ed to the Internet either 
through smartphones, 
tablet computers or 
personal computers. 


• Such children appear 
animated when using 
gadgets but distracted 
and nervous when they 
are cut off from the de¬ 
vices and will forgo eat¬ 
ing or going to the toilet 
so they can continue 
playing online, according 
to the agency. 


New mobile devices that 
instantly respond to a touch 
of a finger seem to make chil¬ 
dren more restless than be¬ 
fore and lack empathy, said 
Kim Jun-hee, a kindergarten 
teacher who conducted an 
eight-month study on Internet 
safety and addiction educa¬ 
tion for pre-school children. 
She said educating children 
against digital and web addic¬ 
tion should start early because 
smartphones are their new 
toys.

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Toronto man sentenced 
to death in Egypt over film 


Trial in absentia. 

Canadian convicted of 
insulting Islam over 
alleged involvement 
with anti-Muslim movie 


“Now, as a Canadian, I’m convicted 
for a crime I didn’t do." 

Nader Fawzy, denying any involvement with the Innocence of Muslims. 


A Canadian who was sentenced 
to death in absentia Wednes¬ 
day in Cairo over an anti-Islam 
movie that caused deadly riots 
in parts of the Muslim world 
said he’s terrified of being kid¬ 
napped and spirited to Egypt. 

In an interview with The 
Canadian Press, Nader Fawzy 
denied any involvement in the 
Innocence of Muslims, saying 
the Egyptian government has 
long been out to get him be¬ 
cause of his Coptic Christian 


activism. 

“Of course I’m worried 
about this death penalty,” 
said Fawzy, a jewelry-store 
manager and president of an 
international Coptic-rights or¬ 
ganization. He came to Canada 
in 2002 from Sweden. He lost 
his Eg 5 ^tian citizenship when 
he became a Swedish citizen in 
1992, he said. 

“Who will give me guaran¬ 
tees that the Egyptian govern¬ 
ment will not tiy to kidnap me 
to take me to Eg 5 ^t?” 


Fawzy, 53, of Toronto was 
one of seven Egyptian Coptic 
Christians convicted and sen¬ 
tenced to death Wednesday 
along with a Florida pastor for 
the low-budget movie. 

Fawzy said he planned to 
file a lawsuit against the Eg}^- 
tian government in Canada for 
what he said was a wrongful 
prosecution. 

“Let them give me one 
(piece of evidence) that I had 
an 3 d:hing to do with that.” 

Egyptian authorities have 


had it in for him since 2007, 
when he pubhshed a book 
on anti-Coptic sentiment in 
Egypt called The Persecuted. 
He also filed a lawsuit against 
the Cairo government for riots 
in 2000 that left 23 Copts dead. 

The court found all the 
accused guilty of harming 
national imity, insulting and 
pubhcly attacking Islam and 
spreading false information, 
the official Eg 3 ^tian news 
agency said. 

All of those sentenced live 
outside Egypt. Also convicted 
were Mark Basseley Youssef, 
the man behind the movie, 
and Florida pastor Teny Jones, 
who became well-known two 
years ago when he pubhcly 
burned copies of the Muslim 
holy book, the Canadian press

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Toy maker goes 
gender-neutral 


Guns and dolls. 

Swedish company 
retools after drawing 
criticism for gender 
roles in its catalogue 


Dolls for Billy, toy guns for 
Sally? One of Sweden’s largest 
toy chains has caused a stir by 
publishing a gender-neutral 
catalogue showing girls playing 
with toys typically perceived as 
those for boys and vice versa. 

TOP-TOY released their 
gender-neutral Christmas cata¬ 
logue this week showing a girl 
brandishing a toy gun and a 
boy playing with a doll, after 
the company was previously 
chastised for being too conserv¬ 
ative in encouraging outdated 
gender roles in their marketing 
material. 

“We want our catalogues to 
reflect the way boys and girls 


play in real life, and not present 
a stereotype image of them. If 
both girls and boys in Sweden 
like to play with a toy kitchen, 
then we want to mirror this 
pattern,” said Thomas Meng, 
Retail Marketing Director for 
BR Toys and TOYS “R” U.S. in 
the Nordic coimtries. 

In 2008, the retailer was 
reprimanded by Swedish Ad¬ 
vertising Ombudsman after 
customers complained about 
catalogues that featured girls 
dressed as princesses and boys 
dressed as superheroes. 

The company decided to 
try a more gender-neutral ap¬ 
proach to the catalogues and 
receive training from the Om¬ 
budsman’s office. 

TOP-TOY produced identical 
holiday catalogues in Denmark 
and Sweden, but the gender 
of the kids is reversed in the 
Swedish edition. The Danish 
catalogue shows a boy holding 
a gun, while in the Swedish 
version, a girl holds a gun. The

Fraud charges. Arrest 
relates to Montreal 
superhospital contract 


The former head of Canada’s 
biggest engineering firm, who 
once mused that Quebec was 
taking sufficient measures to 
fight corruption in the con¬ 
struction industiy, was arrested 
Wednesday by the squad at the 
centre of those efforts. 


Pierre Duhaime, the former 
chief executive of SNC-Lavalin, 
was taken from his home by 
pohce in connection with al¬ 
leged fraud involving one of 
Montreal’s huge new superhos¬ 
pitals. 

The arrest warrant alleges 
that Duhaime and Riasdh Ben 
Aissa, another former top 
executive, also committed 
conspiracy to commit fraud 
and uttered false documents 
in connection with a contract 
pertaining to the multibillion- 


doUar McGill University Health 
Centre. The infractions are al¬ 
leged to have taken place be¬ 
tween April 30, 2009, and Aug. 
31, 2011. 

Duhaime was released from 
custody late Wednesday and is 
expected to appear in court at 
a later date after being ques¬ 
tioned by provincial anti-cor¬ 
ruption squad investigators. 

He walked out from provin¬ 
cial police headquarters around 
7:45 p.m., brushing past a num¬ 
ber of journalists, covering his 


face as he approached an await¬ 
ing BMW. He sat in the back 
seat with his head down as the 
car puUed away. 

Squad chief Robert 
Lafreniere said “international 
proceedings” have been initi¬ 
ated against Ben Aissa, who is 
currently detained in Switzer¬ 
land. Ben Aissa, SNC’s former 
head of construction, is accused 
of fraud, money laimdermg and 
corrupting a public official tied 
to his dealings in North Africa.

Gulf oil spill. BP cut out of 
new U.S. federal contracts 


The Obama administration put 
a temporary stop to new fed¬ 
eral contracts with British oil 
company BP on Wednesday, 
citing the company’s “lack of 
business integrity” and crimin¬ 
al proceedings stemming from 
the Deepwater Horizon chsaster 
in 2010. 

The action by the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Administra¬ 
tion won’t affect current con¬ 
tracts, but prevents BP and its 
affiliates from new government 
contracts “until the company 
can provide sufficient evidence 
to EPA demonstrating that it 
meets federal business stan¬ 
dards,” the agency said. 

“EPA is taking this action 
due to BP’s lack of business in¬ 
tegrity as demonstrated by the 


company’s conduct with re¬ 
gard to the Deepwater Horizon 
blowout, explosion, oil spiU, 
and response,” the agency said 
in a statement. 

In London, BP said it had 
no immediate comment but 
expected to make a statement 
later Wednesday. 

The suspension came the 
same day two BP rig supervisors 
and a former executive were 
arraigned on criminal charges 
stemming from the deadly ex¬ 
plosion and the company’s re¬ 
sponse to the resulting oil spiU 
in the Gulf of Mexico. The three 
men are charged with man¬ 
slaughter in the deaths of 11 rig 
workers. They all pleaded not 
guilty on Wednesday.

The Nutcracker. 

Borderline obsessing 
pays off when putting 
on iconic production

Martin Bragg gets it. As 
Executive Director for the 
Alberta Ballet, he’s respon¬ 
sible for many performances 
throughout the year. But, 
there’s one classic tale that 


he can’t get enough of: The 
Nutcracker. It’s a play the 
company put more than 
$1.5 million into more than 
five years ago in order to ac¬ 
quire the set, costumes, and 
designers needed to do this 
production justice. No detail 
was overlooked, Bragg says 
with enthusiasm. 

“There are over 100,000 
reflective crystals hand sown 
into the snowflakes and cos¬ 
tumes. The whole stage just 
glows.” 

It’s the attention to detail 
that has earned Alberta Ballet 
a coveted reputation within 
the industry for this popu¬ 
lar production. As Bragg is 
well aware, many companies 


worldwide put on The Nut¬ 
cracker during the hohday 
season.

Mission Impossible? 

YouTube record-setting 
sensation says he’d 
love to see famous 
actor do his dance 


The South Korean rapper be¬ 
hind YouTube’s most-viewed 
video ever has set what might 
be a Mission; Impossible for 
himself. Asked which celebrity 
he would like to see go Gang¬ 
nam Style, the singer PSY said, 
“Tom Cruise!” 

Surroimded by screaming 
fans, he then chuckled at the 
idea of the American movie star 
doing his now famous horse- 
riding dance. PSY’s comments 
Wednesday in Bangkok were 
his first public remarks since 
his viral smash video — with 
838 million views — surpassed 
Justin Bieber’s Baby, which 
imtil Saturday held the record 
with 803 million views. 

“It’s amazing,” PSY told a 
news conference, saying he 
never set out to become an 
international star. “I made this 
video just for Korea. And when 
I released this song — wow.” 


The video has spawned 
himdreds of parodies and trib¬ 
ute videos and earned him a 
spothght alongside a variety of 
superstars.

Obama is talking about him. 
Asked on Election Day if he

PSY was in Thailand to give 
a free concert Wednesday night 
organized as a tribute to the 
country’s revered King Bhu- 
mibol Adulyadej, who turns 85 
next month.

Alicia Keys will make you 
cry. Cry hard. 

That’s what happened 
when a close friend listened 
to the song Brand New Me, 
a personal piano-tune from 
Keys’ new album that she 
calls her autobiography. On 
it, she sings about being 
herself, even if others don’t 
approve. 

“When 1 looked up from 
playing it, she was crying 
and she was like, ‘Why 
didn’t you warn me?’ It 
caught her off-guard,” Keys 
recalled in an interview. 

“There’s something 
about a time in your life 
that we all go through — if 
you haven’t gone through 
it you will — that you find 
you’re going to rise above 
something that’s kind of 
held you back and you find 
this thing inside of you that 
really says, ‘I’m new now.’” 

Keys’ life has changed 
tremendously since she re¬ 
corded The Element of Free¬ 
dom three years ago. 

She’s now a mother and 
Broadway producer, and 
has dealt with her first ma¬ 
jor tabloid drama, involving 


her relationship with her 
husband, producer-rapper 
Swizz Beatz, and his ex- 
wife. 

And the 31-year-old 
Keys, who rarely collabor¬ 
ates with other singers, is 
working with new players: 
Girl on Fire, out this week, 
features Bruno Mars, Frank 
Ocean, Jamie xx, Nicki Min- 
aj, Emeli Sande, Babyface, 
Dr. Dre, John Legend and 
Maxwell. 

“I’m just way more open 
all around, and I really 
wanted to work with some 
different people this time 
that could really accentuate 
what I do,” she said. 

Keys talked about her 
fifth album, new haircut 
and two-year-old son. 

What was it like writing 
Brand New Me, since the 
lyrics are so direct? 

I think the whole album is 
more lyrical than ever be¬ 
fore and I definitely think 
it is on a deeper level. ... 
Maybe it’s more accessible, 
or maybe I’ve given more 
access to myself. 

I think the real thing is 
I’m clearer about who I 
am, myself and what I feel. 
And I think probably when 
I was younger, maybe you 
have more of a sense of 
wanting to save a part of 
yourself or hide a part of 
yourself, or protect a part 
of yourself or something 
like that, and that’s just 
natural. 


Has the songwriting pro¬ 
cess changed for you over 
the years? 


• Answer. It does change. 
The approach changes 
depending on different 
times. My last record, 
Element, it was more 
like, I was so into sounds 
and sonics, I was so into 
how to create more 
sonic places to go to 
and experiment. I think 
the songwriting process 
came almost second to 
the sonics of it. 


Your son is featured on When 
It’s All Over. How did that 
happen? 

We were in the studio work¬ 
ing on it, and he came in 
and he was kind of seeing 
us sing and writing it, and 
so he wanted to see the mic, 
so I passed it to him and he 
started talking on it. But this 
is when he was like a year 
and three months, so what 
first was on there was kind 
of just the first words he was 
saying, but as time progressed 
and we were about to wrap 
the album, I was hke, ‘I really 
gotta get Egypt on... because 
he’s two now, he has a lot to 
say, he has a personality.’ And 
so I brought him back into the 
studio ... and you’ll notice. I’ll 
ask him what’s his name and 
he says, ‘Showtime’ (laughs).

So for those that know my 
husband, you’ll imderstand 
what that means. 

Has being a mother changed 
the way you create music? 

It was definitely strange. What 
really happened is I was a 
lot more precise about what 
I wanted to accomplish.... 
Whereas before, it was kind 
of like endless hours in the 
studio, just doing everything. 
I’d be eating there. I’d be talk¬ 
ing on the phone. I’d be doing 
music there. I’d be like hang¬ 
ing out, chillin’, watch a move 
there, like doing everything.

Band’s songs 
were allegedly 
misused to sell power 
tools and pizza 


The Black Keys told a federal 
judge the band has settled 
cop 3 n'ight infringement law¬ 
suits against Pizza Hut and 
The Home Depot claiming 
misuse of their music in com¬ 
mercials. 

The band alleged the song 
Lonely Boy was improperly 
used to sell power tools, and 
Gold on the Ceiling to sell 
pizza. The Grammy-winning 
band sued in June. Both com¬ 
panies denied cop 3 dng the 
songs. 

Attorneys for the band 
informed a federal judge in 
Los Angeles of the Pizza Hut 
settlement on Monday. The 
settlement agreement with 


The Home Depot was reached 
earlier this month. 

No details of the settle¬ 
ments were included in court 
filings. Stephen Holmes, a 
spokesman for The Home 
Depot, and a publicist for 
the band didn’t have an im¬ 
mediate comment. A repre¬ 
sentative for Pizza Hut did 
not return a message seeking 
comment. 

Attorneys expect to file 
formal dismissals by early 
January, according to court 
filings. 

Both songs appeared on 
the rock group’s seventh al¬ 
bum, El Camino, which was 
released last year and has sold 
more than a million copies. 

The Black Keys are com¬ 
prised of Dan Auerbach and 
Patrick Carney. Musician- 
producer Brian Burton, who 
is known as Danger Mouse, 
also sued the companies.

Adele is rolling in the records. 

The 24-year-old British 
songstress’s album 21 has 
sold more than 10 million 
copies, according to Niel¬ 
sen SoundScan. The album 
reached the milestone last 
week, less than two years 
after its release. 

21 is the 21st album to sell 
10 million copies since Niel¬ 
sen SoundScan began track¬ 
ing sales in 1991. 

Adele’s sophomore studio 
album debuted in 2011 and 
featured such hits as Rolling 
in the Deep, Someone Like 
You and Set Fire to the Rain.

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The Hour a timely take on journalism 


New season. BBC 

series set in the’ 50 s 
addresses many of the 
same issues that are 
relevant today 


The media are under fire, ce¬ 
lebrities are under the micro¬ 
scope. Welcome to Britain in 
2012 — or in the 1950s, the 
setting for the BBC drama 
The Hour. 

A newsroom drama/pohtical 
thriller about the staff of a cur¬ 
rent affairs TV program, The 
Hour gained attention last year, 
when it debuted, for its reson¬ 
ant story lines and distinctive 
retro style. The latter aspect 

— all mid-century modem in¬ 
teriors, sensuous siUc dresses 
and slim suits — prompted the 
show to be dubbed, inevitably, 
a British Mad Men. 

The second six-episode sea¬ 
son — which started Wednes¬ 
day on BBC America and is in 
the middle of its run in Britain 

— stays focused on the tempes¬ 
tuous trio of battling producer 
Bel Rowley (Romola Garai), 
combative reporter Freddie 
Lyon (Ben Whishaw, tech-mas¬ 
ter d in the Bond film Skyfall) 
and smooth anchorman Hector 
Madden (The Wire alumnus 
Dominic West) as they confront 
meddling management, murky 
manoeuvres in high places and 
tensions between work and 
their private lives. 

They also must deal with the 
consequences of their show’s 
rising profile — especially the 
impulsive Hector, who finds 
that fame comes at a cost. 

Series writer Abi Morgan, 
whose work includes screen¬ 



plays for The Iron Lady and 
Shame, said she was drawn to 
the period’s sense of style — “a 
certain kind of La Dolce Vita 
glamour that I really love.” She 
also wanted to explore the birth 
of modem culture in a decade 
often seen as staid and con¬ 
formist. “What we know about 
histoiy is inherently, it repeats 
itself,” said Morgan, coimting 
off the show’s modem themes: 
“Immigration, women hying to 
have it all, the sense of a Idnd of 
greater global threat (because 
of the Cold War) ... the rise of 
capitalism and consumerism in 
Britain, the birth of celebrity, 
and the vulnerability of celeb¬ 
rity.” 

The Hour has been hailed 
for recasting a time usually re- 
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membered in Britain as a grey 
era of postwar austerity. Pros¬ 
perity took a long time to arrive 
in Britain, which emerged from 
the Second World War victor¬ 
ious but broke. Wartime food 
rationing continued imtil the 
1950s. 

But by 1957, when the 
second series of The Hour 
opens, wages were rising, the 
economy was growing, new 
consumer goods were available 
and the tempting devil of rock 
‘n’ roll was washmg up on Brit¬ 
ain’s shores. 

The series introduces the 
BBC’s brash rival ITV, which 
laimched in 1955 as Britain’s 
first commercial TV network, 
and takes excursions to seedy 
Soho nightclubs, where jour-

nalists and pohticians mingled 
with denizens of the London 
imderworld. 

Garai, whose television 
roles include the title role in 
Jane Austen’s Emma and an 
ambitious Victorian prostitute 
in The Crimson Petal and the 
White, said The Hour helped 
correct “the idea that somehow 
the ’60s was the sea-change.” 

“The ’60s was bom out of 
the ’50s,” she said. “In this ser¬ 
ies, we talk a bit about Ginsberg 
and Kerouac. The birth of eveiy- 
thing we identify as ‘modem’ 
was definitely seeded in the 
’50s and the Beat Generation.” 

Like Aaron Sorkin’s The 
Newsroom, the show is also a 
love letter to journalism — a 
much-needed one in Britain, 
where the profession’s image 
has plimged after revelations 
of tabloid phone hacking, and 
where even the august BBC has 
been tarred by its bungled re¬ 
sponse to a sex abuse scandal. 

“I stiU beheve in the nobility 
of joumahsm,” Morgan said. “I 
stiU love good journalism, and 
I wanted to hark back to an 
age when you didn’t instantly 
tweet and you didn’t instantly 
blog and you didn’t videophone 
an event. The slow bum of 
building a stoiy and nurturing 
a story and investigating a story 
is still fascinating to me.”

Strahovski, 30, plays 
his manager’s mistress and 
is in 10 of the play’s 12 
scenes. 

The play represents 
something of a return to 
Strahovski’s roots. A Uni¬ 
versity of Western Sydney 
graduate, she emerged in¬ 
tent on a career onstage and 
even co-founded her own 
theatre company. 

On a whim, she decided 
to audition for TV shows 
in America, flew to Los An¬ 
geles and landed Ghuck in 
three days. 

“I remember calling my

I get to play cops — bad cops, 
some bad guys. I’ve only 
played two guys who were in 
the mob, Goodfellas and then 
I’ve got one coming out. Ice 
Man, which is a really good 
movie. I was asked to do The 
Sopranos, but it just wasn’t 
the right time to do it. In 
the begirming of my career, 

I handled it very delicately 
in terms of limiting the bad 
guys. The irony of it all is I’ve 
never been in a fight in my 
whole life, yet I play and they 
ask me to do these kinds of 


guys. 

You take such a beating in 
this movie. Have you ever 
been injured when do¬ 
ing any of these kinds of 
scenes? 

No. It hurts more when 
you’re the guy who’s doing 
the beating. The biggest 
thing about that is trusting 
the people that you’re work¬ 
ing with, because you really 
have to know what to aim 
for and if they have the right 
camera angle it doesn’t have 
to be close at all but there’s 
always that fear that maybe 
you’ll get hit. The biggest 
thing is to not anticipate 
what you know is coming 
and the most fhrstrating 
thing about it is, I know I 


went out. So, they were very 
fragile, those two. 

Have you ever stepped back 
and appreciated a good 
beating you’ve done? 

Um, you know you do so 
many angles you don’t 
know and I don’t watch 
the monitors or playback 
or an 5 fthing like that. I just 
trust the stunt coordinator 
or the DP or whoever’s 
behind the camera. I know 
watching Goodfellas when 
I went after that guy that 
lives across the street from 
Karen, who Lorraine Bracco 
played — I knew that was a 
pretty severe beating. I could 
just tell from the way people 
reacted. I was really in the

“It was amazing,” Rashid¬ 
mardani said of the evening, 
adding his Gollum impres¬ 
sion: “My precious.” 


British actor Martin Free¬ 
man, who brings comedic 
timing to the lead role of Bilbo 
Baggins, said he thought dir¬ 


ector Peter Jackson had done 
a fantastic job on The Hobbit: 
An Unexpected Journey. 

“He’s done it again,” Free¬ 
man said in an interview on 
the red carpet. 

“If it’s possible, it’s prob¬ 
ably even better than The 
Lord of the Rings. I think he’s 
surpassed it.” 

While it is unusual for a 
city so far from Holl 3 ^ood to 
host the premiere of a hoped- 
for blockbuster, Jackson’s 
filming of his lauded LOTR 
trilogy and now The Hobbit 
in New Zealand has helped 
create a film industry here. 
The film will open in the¬ 
atres around the world next 
month. 

One of the talking points 
of the film is the choice by 
Jackson to shoot it using 48 
frames per second instead of 
the traditional 24 in hopes of 
improving the picture qual¬ 


ity. 

Some say the images come 
out too clear and look so 
realistic that they take away 
from the magic of the film 
medium.

“I really think 48 frames 
is pretty terrific and I’m look¬ 
ing forward to seeing the re¬ 
action,” Jackson said on the 
red carpet.

Lockout. League 
and players will 
meet separately 
with mediators 
again on Thursday 


It’s a good thing U.S. federal 
mediators aren’t seeking to de¬ 
termine right and wrong while 
meeting with the NHL and NHL 
Players’ Association this week. 

According to sports manage¬ 
ment professor Aubrey Kent of 


Temple University in Philadel¬ 
phia, both sides have a valid 
reason to claim that they are in 
the right when it comes to their 
ongoing labour dispute. 

“For me, the whole issue 
comes down to perspective,” 
Kent said Wednesday in an 
interview. “Players feel as 
though they’re being bullied 
and strong-armed and having 
things taken away — I can see 
that that’s a legitimate perspec¬ 
tive. Owners feel from a doUar- 
value perspective that the next 
seven years they’ve offered 
would be far more lucrative 


than the previous seven years 
were, even as good as that was. 

“And if you crunch the 
numbers, that’s actually true 
as well.” 

No wonder the sides remain 
so entrenched in their pos¬ 
itions. 

They met separately with 
mediators Scot L. Beckenbaugh 
and John Sweeney on Wednes¬ 
day ^emoon at an imdisclosed 
location — something Kent 
didn’t anticipate would result 
in a “seismic” shift in perspec¬ 
tive from either side. T^e non¬ 
binding sessions are intended 


to fry and help the sides ftnd 
some common groimd, and 
will continue Thursday. 

The last move at the bar¬ 
gaining table came from the 
NHLPA, which presented a 
new offer last week that moved 
within $182 million of the 
league over a five-year deal. 
Commissioner Gary Bettman 
said they remained “far apart.” 

The work stoppage comes 
at a time when NHL franchise 
values have never been higher, 
with the annual Forbes rank¬ 
ings released Wednesday valu¬ 
ing 20 of the league’s 30 teams 


at $200 million or higher. 

“Both sides feel they can get 
a better deal by waiting it out, 
but my view is that time only 
helps owners in these negotia¬ 
tions,” said Kent. “And it’s not 
just in this particular negotia¬ 
tion, but in any labour dispute. 
Employees are always at a dis¬ 
advantage because salary lost is 
never regained. 

“Whereas owners were 
there before the players and 
they’ll be there after the players 
and they have plenty of time to 
make up an 3 ^thing that is lost.”

Forbes says Leafs 
worth $1 billion 

While the Toronto Maple 
Leafs became the first 
hockey team to be valued 
at $1 billion US by Forbes, 
com, the influential 
magazine concluded the 
fabled franchise got the 
“worst” value for the 
buck and said the NHL 
would be better off with 
increased revenue shar¬ 
ing. 

The jump in value of 
the Maple Leafs — to $1 
billion from the maga¬ 
zine’s estimate of $521 
million last year — is 
based in large part on the 
sale of 75 per cent of the 
team to telecom giants 
Rogers Communications 
and BCE Inc. 

The telecoms paid 
$1.32 billion Cdn. for the 
Ontario Teachers Pension 
Plan’s share of Maple 
Leaf Sports and Enter¬ 
tainment, which also 
includes the Raptors, the 
Marlies, Toronto FC and 
the Air Canada Centre 
among other holdings.
